PCSO Task Force strikes 
again, makes two arrests

What a difference two 
weeks can make. The Powell 
County School Board voted 
on Monday night to accept 
the tentative budget for the 
2015-16 school year. The 
board had voted not to 
accept the budget on May 26 
when there was some ques¬ 
tion about funding issues and 
keeping a School Resource 
Officer. That denial vote was 
3-2. The acceptance vote on 
Monday was 5-0. 

Powell Superintendent 
Mike Tate opened the meet¬ 
ing by saying that the budget, 
which was due in Frankfort 
on May 30, was turned down 
and the “board had made it 
clear” they wanted two SRO s 
for the system. 

Previously Tate had stated 
that due to budget cuts, he 
had made the decision to go 
down to one SRO. There was 
a lot of objections raised by 
members of the law enforce¬ 
ment community as well as 
residents against such a move. 

Tate said Monday that he 
had worked the budget to 
keep “the current level” of 
SRO s and that he always has 
the students safety concerns 
as a top priority. 

“It is the boards obligation 
to approve a budget and they 
have the right to add or delete 


items, but we must stay above 
our two percent contingency,” 
Tate stated to a good crowd 
on hand for the meeting. 
“The board wants two SROs 
and I will honor that. We all 
want the school to be safe.” 

The issue arose when Tate 
notified SRO Mike Townsend 
on May 15 that his services 
would not be needed next year 
due to budget cuts. However, 
there was concern expressed 
at the May 26 meeting that an 
officer was being exchanged 
for programs, which may be 
a cost cutting move. 

It appeared that the issue 
may be heading for court 
action as Townsend acquired 
legal counsel through the 
FOP. But the decision to 
make the budget acceptable 
to allow a second SRO has 
probably cut off that avenue. 

“The newly organized bud¬ 
get has funding for two offi¬ 
cers and the supplies they will 
need,” Tate reiterated before 
the vote to approve the bud¬ 
get. The motion was made by 
Evelyn Faulkner and second¬ 
ed by Mendel Tipton, both 
of whom voted against the 
previous budget. 

The officers are provided 
through the sheriff s depart¬ 
ment and there is a contract 
between the school system 
and the sheriffs office to 
handle the SRO program.

The Powell County 
Sheriffs Office Drug Task 
Force was back in action last 
week. They wasted no time 
in nabbing a couple of sus¬ 
pects in their ever going bat¬ 
tle against drugs in the coun¬ 
ty. One quick raid led them 
into Estill County, where only 
Powell County officials can 
reach, while another led them 
to within three miles of the 
heart of Clay City. 

The first quickhittookplace 
last Wednesday afternoon on 
Abney Hollow Road at the 
far end of Little Hardwicks 
Creek Road. The residents 
receive police and fire pro¬ 


tection from Powell County 
despite being located just 
inside Estill County. Officers 
from the sheriffs office, 
Stanton and Clay City Police 
Departments, Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife, U.S. Marshals 
office, Probation & Parole 
office and the Kentucky State 
Police moved on the resi¬ 
dence. The investigation into 
the activity going on at the 
residence was a joint effort 
by the Forestry Service and 
the Powell County Sheriffs 
Office Drug Task Force. The 
investigation brought about 
a search warrant which was 
executed last week. 

They arrested John Paul 
Barnett, 36, of Clay City. He 
was charged with a proba¬ 
tion violation, according to 


court and arrest documents. 
Barnett, a convicted felon, 
was found to have a firearm 
in the residence. According to 
Powell County Sheriff Danny 
Rogers, an illegal gambling 
machine, about $1,000 and 
some pills were also found. 
He was taken to the Powell 
County Detention Center 
where he is being held with¬ 
out bond. 

Rogers said that more 
charges are expected. 

On the very next day, dep¬ 
uties swooped in and exe¬ 
cuted a search warrant at a 
home on Winchester Road in 
Clay City. There they found 
Kenneth R. Robinson, 42, of 
Clay City. According to arrest

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Motions to be heard Monday before next month’s manslaughter re-trial

An attorney for a Clay 
City man awaiting a re-trial 
on a manslaughter charge 
has filed several motions a 
month before that trial is to 
begin. 

David Ward, an attorney 
from Winchester and the 
lawyer of record for Brian 
Epperson, filed motions 
to stop prosecutors from 
using pictures at the trial 


that show the victim at the 
scene. He also filed a mo¬ 
tion to suppress toxicolo¬ 
gy reports, stop prosecu¬ 
tors from questioning the 
truthfulness of a witness 
during trial and wants the 
fact that evidence is miss¬ 
ing to be told to the jury. 

Epperson was found 
guilty in January of 2013 
after being tried for the 
Nov. 14, 2011 death of 
Donald Tharpe. Tharpe 
died on impact when Ep¬ 
persons truck crossed the 


centerline on Hardwicks 
Creek Road near Clay City 
causing a head on collision. 

The jury found Epperson 
guilty of manslaughter and 
recommended a six year 
sentence. He was released 
after winning an appeal. 

The appeals court agreed 
that the court allowing the 
prosecution to make an 
amendment to the charges 
“fundamentally altered the 
defenses strategy literally 
on the eve of the trial.” The 
defense that Eppersons at¬ 


torney had planned, under 
the amended charge would 
have “resulted in an admis¬ 
sion of guilt under the DUI 
statute,” the appeals court 
ruled. They also stated that 
it was the “very essence of 
prejudice.” 

Ward is asking that the 
toxicology reports be dis¬ 
missed as the samples were 
left in a refrigerated unit 
for four days, which shows 
that the “controls were de¬ 
fective” in handling the ev¬ 
idence. He also questions 


the fact that the test kit had 
expired 17 months before 
it was used on his client. 
Ward has asked that no 
photos of Tharp be shown 
as it will only “inflame the 
jury” 

As for the evidence that 
is missing, Eppersons 
truck, which was in stor¬ 
age until the first trial was 
over, has either “been sold 
or destroyed” Ward states. 
That denies the defense a 
chance to view the truck 
for the upcoming re-trial. 


He wants the judge to in¬ 
struct the jury about the 
missing evidence. That 
could be “adverse” for the 
prosecution “but favor” the 
defense. 

The new judge on the 
case, 21st Circuit Judge 
Hon. Beth Lewis Maze, has 
ordered that the motions 
will be heard next Monday 
at 1 p.m. The re-trial is set 
for July 13-16 in the Powell 
Circuit Court.

Fairness Ordinance to be presented 
at tonight’s Stanton Council meeting

It is possible that Stanton could be¬ 
come one of a few cities in the state 
to become fair. At least the city coun¬ 
cil meetings agenda reflects that. The 
meeting set for tonight (Thursday, June 
11) has an agenda item for the counsel 
to listen to a proposal. That proposal 
would ask that Stanton adopt a Fairness 
Ordinance. 

Fairness ordinances have been passed 
in eight Kentucky cities so far. The or¬ 
dinance, when passed, it prohibits dis¬ 
crimination in employment, housing, 
and public accommodations against 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
people. 

The ordinance recently passed in 
Midway, with some exemptions allowed 
for religious organizations and busi¬ 
nesses with seven employees or less. 




That passed in Midway on June 1 with 
12 residents showing up to support the 
ordinance, and only one to oppose. 

Midway joined other Kentucky cities 
that have passed similar LGBT Fair¬ 
ness Ordinances, including Coving¬ 
ton (2003), Danville (2014), Frankfort 
(2013), Lexington (1999), Louisville 
(1999), Morehead (2013), and the tiny 
Perry County town of Vicco (2013). 

The current agenda is a proposal only, 
no action is expected on Thursday. Mi¬ 
chael Frazier from UK is expected to be 
at the meeting to present the proposal. 

The city council will also be set to ap¬ 
prove the second reading of the city’s 
2015-16 fiscal year budget and a com¬ 
prehensive plan for planning and zon¬ 
ing. 

The meeting will be held in Powell 
County Courthouse large courtroom 
and begins at 6:30 p.m.

records, Robinson allegedly sold two pills 
believed to be morphine to a confidential 
informant during a “controlled drug buy.” 

A controlled drug buy means that audio, 
video or both are used to record the trans¬ 
action. Documents indicate that both video 
and audio methods were used. The infor¬ 
mant reportedly paid $80 for two pills. 

A search warrant was obtained and exe¬ 
cuted within four hours of the alleged drug 
deal. 

Deputies found a white Tylenol bottle in 
Robinson’s pocket. That bottle contained 
several different types of medications. Pill 
bottles belonging to other persons were 


also found in the residence, at least five 
different people. Deputies also found $254 
in Robinson’s wallet, including money that 
was marked for the controlled buy. Several 
knives, as many as 31, were also found. 

In Robinson’s bedroom officers state they 
found a double barrel shotgun and a safe. 
In the safe was suboxone strips, but depu¬ 
ties state he did not have a prescription for 
the strips. The possession of the gun was 
troubling as the report states that Robinson 
is a convicted felon. 

Robinson was arrested and charged with 
possession of a firearm by a convicted fel¬ 
on, trafficking in a controlled substance 
first degree and possession of a controlled 
substance second degree. He was lodged in 
the Powell County Detention Center. His 
bond has been set at $50,000 cash.

As gardens grow, its never too early to prepare for canning

Gardens will soon begin 
to bear the fruits of our la¬ 
bor. Soon, it will be time 
to start thinking about pre¬ 
serving some of the excess 
produce for winter months. 
Safety is of utmost impor¬ 
tance for those of us who 
will be preserving food, 
because, lets face it, no one 
wants to get sick from poor¬ 
ly processed food. 

Bacteria, molds and yeast 
can grow quickly on fresh 
foods, and fruits and vege¬ 
tables contain oxygen and 
enzymes that can cause 
food to spoil. Safe home 
canning methods help pre¬ 
vent the growth of these 
bacteria, yeast and molds 
in addition to removing ex¬ 
cess oxygen from the food, 
which destroys spoilage 
enzymes and helps form 
strong vacuum seals on the 
jars. 

You should remember 
several key points of prop¬ 


er food preservation to 
keep yourself and your 
family healthy and safe 
from botulism, which 
can be a deadly form of 
food poisoning. 

Despite what you may 
find on the Web of social 
media, only two methods 
are acceptable for home 
canning safe, quality prod¬ 
ucts. They are the boiling 
water canning method and 
the pressure canner meth¬ 
od. The type of food you 
are preserving will dic¬ 
tate which method to use. 
Boiling water canners can 
be used on fruits and oth¬ 
er products that have a 
high concentration of acid, 
such as salsas or pickles 
with enough lemon juice 
or vinegar added. Acid 
helps prevent the growth of 
harmful bacteria in canned 
food. Vegetables, poultry 
and meats do not contain 
enough acid to prevent the 
growth of bacteria. For 
these foods, a boiling wa¬ 
ter canner will not reach a 
high enough temperature 


to destroy the bacteria that 
can cause botulism, so you 
must use a pressure canner 
to ensure safe processing. 

Make sure to use up-to- 
date equipment that’s in 
proper working condition. 
It’s never a good idea to 
purchase a pressure canner 
at a yard sale as replacement 
parts and manufacturer’s 
instructions may be no 
longer available. Pressure 
canners made after 1997 
were designed with more 
safety features and weigh 
less than the older canners. 
Follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions on canner care 
and maintenance. For dial 
gauge pressure canners, 
the accuracy of the gauge 
should be tested each year. 
This can be done at your lo¬ 
cal Extension office. 

Remember to always use 
tested, research-based reci¬ 
pes to preserve foods. These 
recipes are available in Co¬ 
operative Extension Service 
home canning publications, 
in the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Complete 


Guide to Home Canning 
or on the National Center 
for Home Food Preserva¬ 
tion’s website. Follow each 
recipe as closely as possible. 
Do not make additions or 
changes unless options are 
provided in the recipe. Not 
following the recipe pre¬ 
cisely or using a recipe that 
is not research-based, may 
not completely kill all bac¬ 
teria and result in sickness. 

Use only Mason-type 
canning jars and self-seal¬ 
ing lids. Do not reuse old 
jars like those that previ¬ 
ously contained peanut but¬ 
ter or mayonnaise. After 
processing, allow the jars to 
cool naturally This helps 
form a good vacuum seal. 

Educational programs of 
the Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension serve all people 
regardless of race, color, age, 
sex, religion, disability, or 
national origin.

An average 
household dedicates 11 per¬ 
cent of its energy budget to 
lighting. Using new light¬ 
ing technologies can reduce 
energy use in your home by 
50 to 75 percent. 

4. Replace outdated ap¬ 
pliances with EnergyStar 
appliances or maximize 
the efficiency. EnergyStar 
appliances can cut energy 
bills by 15 to 30 percent, 
and incentives, rebates, and 
tax credits are available for 
homeowners purchasing 
appliances or making other 
energy-efficient upgrades 
to their homes. If not re¬ 
placing, you can maximize 
energy savings by using 
current appliances more ef¬ 
ficiently. For instance, run 
the dishwasher only when 
it is fully loaded and turn 


the heated-drying selection 
off. Also, consider cleaning 
the coils on the back of your 
refrigerator and make sure 
the door seals are airtight. 

5. Turn off or use “sleep” 
mode to power down 
computers & home office 
equipment. By turning off 
your computer or switching 
to sleep mode when not in 
use, you can save energy and 
curtail unnecessary heat 
to reduce air-conditioning 
needs. You can diminish 
“phantom” energy loads 
by unplugging home office 
and kitchen appliances. If 
you use a power strip, uti¬ 
lize the switch on the power 
strip to cut all power to the 
appliance. Additionally, re¬ 
member to unplug battery 
and mobile device chargers 
when the batteries are fully 
charged or the chargers are 
not in use.

Did Comer’s public relations blunder cost him the 
governor’s race and his political career

Every January, a pro¬ 
fessional organization of 
which I’m a member hosts 
a meeting at which the big¬ 
gest public relations blun¬ 
ders of the previous year 
are discussed. One of the 
sources of those blunder 
lists tends to include as 
many goofs by conservative 
political figures as possible. 
Most of the events refer¬ 
enced are from elsewhere 
other than Kentucky, but 
there’s a very good chance 
that will change when the 
lists for 2015 are compiled. 

Had Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary and former Republican 
gubernatorial candidate 
Jamie Comer better han¬ 
dled the brouhaha over al¬ 
legations that he was in an 
abusive relationship with a 
college girlfriend, he might 
be planning how to push 
his winning primary cam¬ 
paign forward into this fall’s 
general election. Instead, 
he’s licking his wounds after 
his narrow primary defeat 
three weeks ago and is most 
likely staring at the end of 
his political career. 

The story is well-known 
by now. A Lexington res¬ 
ident named Michael Ad¬ 
ams heard rumors of the 
incident and started a con¬ 


certed anti-Comer move¬ 
ment, establishing a blog 
and a Facebook page to 
spread the story Once the 
mainstream press picked 
up on the subject, months 
after the blogger began his 
efforts, the woman in ques¬ 
tion felt compelled to speak 
out. A number of reporters 
had been trying to contact 
her about the matter, but 
she chose to send a letter 
to The Courier-Journal’s 
Joe Gerth in which she 
confirmed she’d been in a 
physically and emotionally 
abusive relationship with 
Comer. 

That led Comer to issue 
a blanket denial, which in 
turn led others to come for¬ 
ward to confirm the ex-girl- 
friend’s account. Comer 
also lashed out at election 
rival Hal Heiner, accusing 
his campaign of being be¬ 
hind the blogger’s actions 
and claiming Heiner had 
paid the ex-girlfriend to 
fabricate her story Comer’s 
wife penned a column in his 
defense for the C-J which 
was riddled with factual 
inaccuracies. Comer’s sup¬ 
porters began mirroring his 
statements and accusations 
on social media and on 
comment sections of news 
stories about the matter. 
The ex-girlfriend even be¬ 
gan getting messages from 


strangers, accusing her of 
selling her soul for politics. 

Heiner had led in most 
polling prior to the elec¬ 
tion, but Comer had been 
considered the frontrunner 
since he was sworn in as 
agriculture commission¬ 
er four years ago. Political 
observers didn’t give Matt 
Bevin much of a chance of 
winning until the battle be¬ 
tween Comer and Heiner 
got ugly The acrimony be¬ 
tween Comer and Heiner 
allowed Bevin, previously 
known for his failed attempt 
to “primary” Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell last year, to claim an 
83-vote victory over Comer. 
The outcome didn’t change 
after a recanvass, Comer 
opted not to proceed with 
a formal recount, and Bevin 
became the nominee. 

If Comer hadn’t acted so 
angrily it’s entirely possible 
that he could have persuad¬ 
ed a few dozen more peo¬ 
ple to vote for him, and he 
could have won the guber¬ 
natorial primary 

What if Comer had stat¬ 
ed that he had sometimes 
acted in an immature and 
ungentlemanly fashion in 
his youth? (Didn’t we all, 
at one time or another?) 
What if he had said that he 
regretted the way he may 
have treated her at times? 
What if he had apologized 


to her for any pain he may 
have caused her, and said 
he was sorry that she had 
been pulled into the middle 
of the election by a blogger 
operating on his own agen¬ 
da? What if he had direct¬ 
ed more of his ire toward 
blogger Adams, who started 
the whole thing, and less of 
it toward Heiner or Gerth? 
It’s quite likely that enough 
of the electorate would have 
accepted his statement to 
give him the victory even 
if he didn’t directly answer 
questions about whether 
or not he’d been physically 
abusive to her. 

Comer’s position toward 
his ex-girlfriend changed 
during the process, which 
didn’t endear him to a lot 
of people. He originally said 
he thought she was a good 
person and wouldn’t have 
been involved in Adams’ 
campaign against him. But 
when she finally spoke out 
under duress, he claimed 
that she had been paid to 
make up the stories. His 
lawyer also was hostile to 
her in comments he made 
to the media. The lawyer 
also threatened to sue the 
C-J over the story but no li¬ 
bel suit has yet been filed as 
of this writing. 

The public values sin¬ 
cerity and honors honesty 
We’re a forgiving bunch. A 


little admission and con¬ 
trition from Comer would 
have gone a long way In¬ 
stead, he remained defiant, 
choosing instead to blame 
others for the situation in¬ 
stead of taking some re¬ 
sponsibility for his own role 
in it. And that, more than 
anything he may have done 
two decades ago as a college 
student, is what led to his 
downfall. 

“It’s not the crime, it’s 
the coverup.” How many 
times have we heard that 
statement since Watergate? 
Something similar applies 
here. “It’s not what you did, 
it’s how you respond to it.” 
Comer responded improp¬ 
erly and paid a price for 
it. His blunder should be a 
cautionary tale for politi¬ 
cians on how not to handle 
such a situation.

Debate Commission a great idea for Kentucky

Recently my longtime 
friend and college class¬ 
mate, John David Dyche, 
authored a column calling 
for a series of issue-driven 
gubernatorial debates lead¬ 
ing up to this November’s 
general election. John Da¬ 
vid’s modest proposal, as 
he termed it, would have a 
75 minute debate hosted in 
each of Kentucky’s six con¬ 
gressional districts, with 
each focusing on a singular 
topic. 

This is an idea that I be¬ 
lieve has much merit and 
one that I believe is neces¬ 
sary to enable the voters 
of Kentucky to make in¬ 
formed choices based on 
the candidates’ principles 
and core beliefs. Unfortu¬ 
nately, we live in a political 
climate that is far too often 
dominated and driven by 
30-second sound bites, re¬ 
hearsed scripts and, most 
discouraging, inflammatory 
accusations lobbed at one 
another. You don’t have to 
look any further than the 
recent gubernatorial prima¬ 


ry to see evidence of this ... 
and the results produced of 
voter apathy Throughout 
the Commonwealth, vot¬ 
er participation last month 
was less than 13%. I believe 
this is a direct result of the 
citizens of Kentucky being 
frustrated with the constant 
barrage of gutter-style poli¬ 
tics that took place. 

For the voters of Ken¬ 
tucky to become invested in 
elections once again, they 
need to feel they genuinely 
know the candidates. They 
need to know their exper¬ 
tise, their views on issues, 
and, most importantly 
their vision of how they 
want our Commonwealth 
to improve! A series of is¬ 
sue-driven debates would 
help provide that for the 
voters. 

To add a modest proposal 
of my own, I would suggest 
that the two major politi¬ 
cal parties, in conjunction 
with any other interested 
entities, look into forming 
a non-profit commission on 
gubernatorial debates. That 
commission would then so¬ 
licit applications for a spec¬ 
ified number of host sites 


and then produce and con¬ 
duct the debates. That may 
sound quite familiar, and it 
is, because what I am sug¬ 
gesting is a state version of 
the Commission on Presi¬ 
dential Debates, the organi¬ 
zation which sponsors and 
produces the series of de¬ 
bates among candidates for 
President and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent every four years. 

We in Kentucky are famil¬ 
iar with the Commission 
on Presidential Debates, 
as they have produced two 
debates at my alma mater 
Centre College, in 2000 and 
2012. Since taking over the 
debate process in 1988, the 
Commission has had much 
success in stabilizing the 
events, promoting them 
and helping steer the con¬ 
versation along real issues 
facing the American people. 

I believe the formation 
of a similar commission 
in Kentucky would benefit 
candidates and voters alike. 
The candidates would know 
they would have built-in 
audiences of people genu¬ 
inely interested in the po¬ 
litical process and looking 
to select the best person for 


the position. The voters, 
more importantly would 
have confidence in knowing 
there would be opportuni¬ 
ties to hear the candidates 
talk genuinely about issues 
and set aside typical rheto¬ 
ric, and have the ability to 
compare and contrast them. 

While I recognize it may 
be too late in the process 
to form such a commission 
this year, I would strongly 
encourage the Republican 
Party of Kentucky and Ken¬ 
tucky Democratic Party of¬ 
ficials to work together to 
make such a commission a 
reality before the next gu¬ 
bernatorial cycle begins. 
The citizens of Kentucky 
deserve such a process to be 
better informed when elect¬ 
ing a governor!

Saint Joseph Mount Sterling Offers Tips 
for Managing Seasonal Allergies 


Seasonal allergies are 
more prominent this 
time of year than any 
other season and account 
for more than 17 million 
outpatient office visits 
annually according to 
the Asthma and Allergy 
Foundation of America. 
Aside from the frustrat¬ 
ing side effects of season¬ 
al allergies, which include 
congestion and sneezing, 
allergies can lead to more 
serious complications 
such as sinus infections, 
ear infections and asth¬ 
ma. 

The Asthma and Aller¬ 
gy Foundation of Amer¬ 
ica estimates 50 million 
Americans (one in five) 
suffer from all types of al¬ 
lergies.

“Weather can impact 
how much pollen—the 
most common seasonal 
allergy trigger— is car¬ 
ried through the air,” said 
Dr. Glover. “Check the 
pollen count regularly. 
On days that it is high, 
stay indoors as much as 
possible.” 

Other tips for reduc¬ 
ing allergy symptoms in¬ 
clude: delegating outdoor 
chores to someone who 
doesn’t suffer from aller¬ 
gies and changing clothes 
and showering after out¬ 


door activities to help 
rinse away pollen. People 
may also find allergy re¬ 
lief by using a dehumid¬ 
ifier, along with closing 
windows and turning on 
air conditioning. 

According to the Asth¬ 
ma and Allergy Founda¬ 
tion of America, seasonal 
allergies account for more 
than half of all allergy vis¬ 
its to the physicians of¬ 
fice. Antihistamines and 
decongestants are com¬ 
monly recommended to 
provide allergy relief, but 
some physicians may rec¬ 
ommend routine allergy 
shots in severe cases. 

If you suffer from al¬ 
lergy symptoms, a visit 
to a primary care pro¬ 
vider can help determine 
which type of treatment 
may be best suited to 
manage those symptoms.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

As your out this summer young 
wildlife is best left undisturbed

An unattended deer fawn 
curled up in tall grass. A 
litter of rabbits discovered 
alone in the backyard. A 
baby bird furiously flapping 
its wings but struggling to 
get off the ground. 

Its human nature to want 
to take matters into your 
own hands in such instanc¬ 
es. After all, we see and 
read stories about firefight¬ 
ers rescuing kittens from 
burning houses or technical 
rescue teams saving horses 
and livestock that have fall¬ 
en into icy ponds. In nature, 
however, human interven¬ 
tion is not always what is 
best for wildlife. 

“This is the time of year 
when white-tailed deer and 
other animals have their 
young,” said Gabe Jenkins, 
deer and elk program coor¬ 
dinator with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Its 
best to leave them alone.” 

The Information Cen¬ 
ter at Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s headquarters 
fields about 100,000 phone 
calls and upward of 40,000 
emails from the public each 
year. Invariably, spring 
brings an influx of commu¬ 
nications from well-inten¬ 
tioned people concerned 
about young wildlife seem¬ 
ingly abandoned by their 
parents. 

This coincides with the 
peak of deer fawning sea¬ 
son. 

Newborn deer spend 
much of their time bed¬ 
ded down until they are 
about a month old and 
strong enough to follow 
their mother. Their red¬ 
dish-brown coat patterned 
with pale spots helps cam¬ 
ouflage them in dappled 
sunlight. 

“Just like human babies, 
they’re small, weak and 
need time to grow,” Jenkins 
said. “They eat, they sleep 
and that’s about it. The 
more they venture out and 
move around, the greater 
the chances are of them be¬ 
ing preyed upon. Mom puts 
them in a spot or leaves 
them. The more she comes 
back and spends time there 
the more she brings her 
scent to that spot. The fawns 
are essentially scentless.” 

The mother deer will vis¬ 
it her fawn to nurse and 
typically does not stray far 



from it between feedings. 
The separation may alarm 
somebody who discovers 
an unattended fawn but it 
helps divert predators’ at¬ 
tention away from the baby 
deer. 

“Momma didn’t aban¬ 
don them,” Jenkins said. 
“She placed them there. She 
knows where they’re at, or 
is very close, and she will 
come back.” 

In instances where a 
fawn has been calling for 
its mother for several hours 
with no response, is obvi¬ 
ously injured, or where the 
mother deer was observed 
being hit by a car, a call 
should be placed to a wild¬ 
life rehabilitator. 

“We don’t want you to 
go pick it up and hold it or 
keep it,” Jenkins said. “They 
are wild animals.” 

Orphaned and injured 
wildlife may be possessed 
only by a permitted wildlife 
rehabilitator. A searchable 
list of these rehabilitators 
is available on Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s website 
at fw.ky.gov . Click on the 
“Wildlife” tab and choose 
“ Injured & Orphaned Wild¬ 

life ” from the dropdown 
menu. Only persons with a 
captive cervid permit may 
keep deer in captivity. 

Landowners who en¬ 
counter a deer fawn that is 
in the way while cutting hay 
or mowing can be moved 
a short distance out of the 
way. The mother should 
still be able to find the fawn 
when she returns to nurse 
it. 

Encounters with rabbit 
nests in suburban settings 


are fairly common this time 
of year. 

“Rabbits can start nest¬ 
ing as early as February 
and they’ll go throughout 
the spring and summer 
months,” said Ben Robin¬ 
son, small game biologist 
with Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “Maybe some¬ 
body stumbles across a lit¬ 
ter of rabbits in their yard 
or in their field and they 
call and wonder what to do. 
Many times nothing needs 
to be done.” 

Placing a flag or a stake 
near the area can help mark 
the nest site for reference 
when mowing in the future. 

“Unless something trau¬ 
matic has happened to the 
mother, they’re probably 
close by,” Robinson said. 
“So they’re going to do just 
fine taking care of those ba¬ 
bies. So the best thing you 
can do is leave them alone.” 

Wildlife have successfully 
reared their young for ages 
relying on instincts that 
have evolved over time. It’s 
best to observe them, not 
handle them. People are no 
substitute for natural wild¬ 
life parents.
